not a citizen of tae United States; that’ 
Jurors Frank Bolter and Joseph Essner 
were not tax payers, as required by the 
law, and that District Attorney Heney 
was disqualified in many ways besides 
being prejudiced. 

Plea of Abatement. 

The plea of abatement was based on 
the case wherein Senator Mitchell is 
accused of accepting pay through the 
law firm of Mitchell & Tanner, to ex- 
pedite. land titles before the land de- 
partment at Washington, in behalf of 
Frederick A. Kribs. A demurrer was 
first filed, after a stipulation between 
the government and counsel for the de- 
fense, that the plea in abatement should 
not be waived by the filing of the de- 
murre?.. OER? Ae . 

Judge Alfred S. Bennett, of the Dalles, 
as attorney for Senator Mitchell, an. 
nounced that there was a question of 
moral turpitude involved in the case, 
wherein Senator Mitchell is accused of 
accepting $2,000 from A. D. Puter and 
therefore he would waive all legal tech- 
nicalities and be ready to proceed to 
trial without delay upon the issues at 


stake. | 
Plea of Not Guilty. 

Judge Bennett entered a plea of not 
guilty for the senator in three of the 
cases against him, two for conspiracy 
under section 5440 of the revised stat- 
utes, and one under section 1782 for ac- 
cepting money while holding the position 
of United States senator to expedite title 
before the land department.

Morse is a banker and .organizer of 
the New York Ice Company, and ts well 
known on account of hig connection with 
the Morse-Dodge divorce case. 

Mr. Zabriskie informed the court that 
his client was the owner of fifteen shares 
of Equitable stock.

Hyde and Mutualization. 

In defining his position Mr. Untermeyer 
said:

Eeyenty Pass Examination 
Before State Board of 
Examiners, 


Seventy men and women passed the ex- 
amination imposed by the Georgia state 
board of pharmacy at the two days’ 
session of that body, which closed last 
evening. The examinations were held 
in the hall of the house of representa- 
tives, and ninety-three applicants for li- 
censes as pharmacists appeared before 
the board. Two young women. were 
among those who passed. 

The number of those who passed—sev- 
enty—was equal to the entire number of 
applicants that gop before the board 
in the three exafhinations held last year. 
For several years past the number of 
applicants had been diminishing un- 


til this year the pendulum sudden- 
ly swung the other way, resulting in the 
big class that finished the examination 
yesterday. 

The examination was both written and 
oral and also included the actual com- 
pounding of prescriptions, called ‘“‘dis- 
pensing.”’ It occupied two entire days 
and the applicants were not marked un- 
til last night. , 

The Georgia state board of pharmacy 
is made up a6 follows:

The board gives three examinations 
each year, one in Atlanta in April; one 
in Atlanta in November, and one in 
whatever city the Georgia Pharmaceuti- 


cal Association holds its annual state 
convention, the date of the latter ex- 
amination being the day before the con- 
vention opens. 

This year the state association meets 
in Columbus on May 23 and 24 and the 


next examination will be held by the 
state board in that city on May 22. Un- 
der a new law, passed at the last session 
of the legislature, it is not necessary for 
one who fails in any of these examina- 
tions to wait six months or more before 
standing. another examination. Under 
the new law those who failed at yester- 
day’s examination will be permitted to 
stand anotlier examination in Columbus 
next month. There will be no dispensing 
at that time on account of the difficulty 
of providing tables and apparatus.

His 
open advocacy of the disposal of 
those possessions upon the earliest 
possible opportunity ig the expression 
of views most if not all of them hold, 
but which, necesarily, they are not 
able to express., The president of the 
United States is commander in chief 
of the army and the navy, and it is 
for officers of the service to obey or- 
ders, not to formulate policies. 

Admiral Melville may have tran- 
scended the ethics, since he is still 
a part of the navy establishment, 
though on the retired list; however, 
the country will be glad he has done 
so, since his views are of far more 
than ordinary value. . 

“Three inheritances”. full of the 
possibilities of trouble are the pos- 
session of the Philippines, the under. 
taking the construction of the Pana- 
ma canal, and the administration of 
the finances of bankrupt nations. All 
sensible men realize that these three 
things involve far more of burden 
than of possible benefit. Certainly 
this is true of the first and the third; 
as to the canal, its construction is for 
the benefit of the commerce of the 
world, not of the United States alone, 
and while American commerce will in 
the end be greatly benefited, it will 
be at tremendous cost in money and 
greater cost in responsibility. 

Other naval experts agree with Ad- 
miral Melville as to the necessity of 
abandoning the outlying possession 
should war at any time come. This 
must apply particularly to the Phil- 
ippines, though practically the same 
elements of weakness enter into che 
possession of Hawaii. Any attempt 
to hold either must be at the: expense 
of the defense of the mainland. If this 
is true, why should there be a howl 
of dissent when the transfer of the 
Philippines to Japan or tothe Filipinos 
themselves is suggested? Admiral 
Melville and the other officers of the 
navy cannot be charged with the 
crime of attempting to make political 
capital; they are not politicians, but

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JADMIRAL MELVILLE SEES 


OUR POLICIES 


In.a remarkable address before the 
American Academy of Social and Politi- 
cal Science at Philadelphia Rear Ad- 
miral Melville, retired, declared that the 
first step toward increasing the effici- 
ency of the American navy should be 
“the preparation of plans for the immedi- 
ate abandonment, at the slightest pos- 
sible financial loss, of every distant pos- 
session that is likely to require a fleet 
to defend it.” ; 

Admiral Melville is one of the foremost 
experts in naval engineering in the world. 
For a number of years, and even after he 
had reached the retirement age, he served 
as engineer in chief of the American 
navy. He is a man of widest experience 
and deep information on all naval mat- 
ters. He is one of the men who has 
dona most toward the upbuilding of the 
rew American navy.- 

In his Philadelphia address Admiral 
Melville emphzesized the grave responsi- 
bilities resting upon this nation by its 
‘three inheritances,” the Philippines, the 
Panama canal and the administration of 
the fanances of bankrupt nations, each of 
which he declared is “likely to prove 4 
Pandora's box of evils and disappoint- 
ments.”” His address has made a pro- 
found sensation. _ , 

Cost of Army and Navy. 

Admiral Melville spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

“Probably a study of our own army 
wil] best tell of the expense connected 


tary establishment. Even in peace time, 


the expenses of maintaining each soldier 


of our army has reached the sum of, 
£1,300 per annum. 

“Tf anything, the navy is a more ex- 
pensive institution to maintain than ate | 
army. Dividing the total naval expendi- | 
ture by the number of men in the or-( 
ganization, we find that it is now costing | 
the government. abouf $2,000 annually , 
for the support of each sailor. ' 

‘The battle ship that can draw upon: 
th® resources of a completely equipped 
manu’ wcturing and military base is at 
an en: rmous advantage as compared with 
a similar vesse] that attempts to be, in 
great part, self-supporting. When the 
United States declared war against Spain 
the naval strength of the two powers 
was about the same, so far as graphic 
charts and official statistics could show. 

“The public at large, as well as the 
congress, now recognizes the fact that 
the defense of the United States must 
primarily be intrusted to the navy. Un- 
less a possible foe had some hope of se- 
curing command of the sea against the 
strongest opposing fleet that we could 
assemble. no nation would undertake the 
esk of fitting out a possible armada to 
attempt either the blockade or the in- 
vas'on of our coast. 

“From thenceforth we cannot evade the 
responsibility that attends our position 
€s a great irdustrial nation seeking a 
fair portion of the trade of the world. As 
we have teken it unto ourselves to as- 
sert doctrinés that affect others, there 
will come occasion when our military and 
raval strength, rather than the righteous- 
ness of our catse, may be the only fac- 
tor that will cause other nations to ac- 
cept our interpretation of policies that 
concern them as well as ourselves. 


importance to both the merchant marine 
and naval fleets, of ships being able to 
enter and leave port at all times with 
Safety, constitutes a very decided eie- 
ment of A§ival strength. 

‘(c) The building of a fleet of large and 
fast colliers, so that in time of war pruc- 
tically all the coal required for naval 
operations distant from oO own shores, 
would be available for immediate ship- 
ment to the place where most meeded. 
We should abandon the policy of placin 
any great reliance upon fixed coaling st 
tions, for coaling stations will have to 
be defended by ships as well as by fort- 
resses, and will more likely prove 4 
military detriment than a strategic ad- 
vantage. By keeping the coal afloat 
we could move this fuel to any tempo- 
rary base that it might be desired to es- 
tablish. The destruction between the 
base of operation and coaling plant is 
self-evident. 

Rehabilitation of Navy Yards. 

‘“(d) The rehabilitation of all navy¥ 
yards to a condition where it would be 
possible, in case of necessity, to build any 
type of warship at any one of these sta- 
tions. While I do not believe in under- 
taking such construction at navy yards, 
the several stations should be kept in 
readiness for carrying on the work in 
case of emergency. ; 

‘(e) The enactment into law of a stat~ 
ute providing that the elect of the grad- 
uates of the technical institution, who 
have successfully undertaken a course of 
instruction satisfactory to the navy de- 
partment, shall be appointed as acting 
midshipmen, and shall, after two years 
of service at sea, have the opportunity. 
of competing with the regular graduates 
of the naval academy for commission in 
the naval service, thereby providing @ 
reserve of naval officers for emergency 
purposes. 

“(f) The establishment of a naval re- 
serve and the appropriation of an amount 
sufficient to’ send all members of, this 
naval reserve to sea in naval vessels for 
at least one month of every year, and 
while performing this service to_ aceive 
the same pay and emolumen? as off 
and men of correspepding rank and grade | 
in the navy. : 


Restoration of Merchant Marine. 


‘‘(g) The restoration of our merchant 
marine. It would be easier to write sev- 
eral thousand words in advocacy of sub- 
sidizing our merchant marine -than to 
attempt to show in a brief paragraph the 
necessity of extending such help. J have 
no hesitation in asserting that in view of 
our existing relative naval strength it 
would subserve military, commercial and 
national interests to stop building battle 
ships and devote all or a portion of the 
money thus saved to placing upon the 
ocean a merchant marine that. would 
help us to secure a greater trade of the 
world, and which, in case of war, would 
prove a military auxiliary only one less 
bs iy in importance than the battle ship 
tself, : 

‘“‘(n) The recognition of the fact that the 
modern navy is an engineering one, and 
that the training of both officers and 
men should be more technical in charac. 
ter. The time spent by apprentices and.

A Good Record. 
(From The Chattanooga Times.) 

The voluntary retirement of Mr. J. C. 
Howell from the chairmanship of the 
board of public works deprives the city 
of the services of a public official who 
las been remarkably successful in the 
administration of that office; He has 
been chairman of the board of pubgc 
works for five years, and during that 
time has given the city conscientious, 
effective service. Something about his 
record in public office will not be amiss 
at this particular time. Mr. Howell was 
first elected alderman from the seventh 
ward in 1892—the first democrat to 
represent the ward in the city council. 
Mayor Andrews appointed him chairman 
of the fire commission, which was the 
active administrative head of the fire 
department at the time. He was again 
appointed to the position by Mayor 
Ochs in 1894. He was then reelected and 
served four years. In March, i895, Mr. 
Hiowell was elected by the city council 
to fill the unexpired term of Taylor Wil- 
liams, and in April, 1899, was appointed 
to the board of public works and- in 
1902 he’ was elected by the general 
council for three years under the new 
charter. 

As evidence of Mr. Howell’s ability in 
administration, nothing could be better 
tham his record as chairman of the fire 
commission. In 1890-9! the expenses 
of this department were sixteen thous- 
and dollars greater than the receipts. In 
the following year the expenses were 
seventeen thousand in excess of receipts, 
The first year of his administration the 
receipts were about the same that they 
had been, but he cut the expenses three 
hundred dollars below receipts without 
impairing the service. His next adminis- 
tration showed the same careful man- 
agement, receipts being greater than ex- 
penses. He accomplished this immense 
saving and at the same time improved 
the fire service of the city, purchasing 
apparatus and putting the department 
on a better footing in every way. 

Under his administration of the board 
of public works a great many improve- 
ments have been made. Many miles of

The latest estimate as to 
the cost of an isthmian sea level canal 
is about #230,000,C00. In connection with 
the questicn of cost of such a water- 
way, it may be well to remember that 
Treutwine, about fifty years ago, esti-, 
meted that cost was about $16,000,000, 
or = 7 per cent of the latest esti- 
mate. 


Receivership of Republics. 


“The third inheritance from which we 
will never receive an income or substan- 
tial benefit is our attempt to practically 
assume the receivership of -republics 
whose treasuries are empty as a result 
of intolerable national business with ad- 
ministrative methods. The financial and 
political history of some of the American 
republics for the last forty years borders 
upon a reproach to modern civilization, 
and it is surprising that there has not: 
been intervention ere this in the affairs 
of countries which are in a chronic state 
of revolution and where financial repudi- 
ation is not regarded as synonymous_with 
commercial dishonor. The more we con- 
cern ourselves with these countries the 
greater the political and financial burdens 
we shall have to bear. 

“In the administration of these three 
inheritances—inheritances that are in 
many respects of an international charac- 
ter—there will be need at times of a 
strong navy.

Nobody but a manufacturer or a 
mixer of commercia! fertilizers, whose 
name and brands are duly registered in 
accordance with law at the department of | 
agriculture, can purchase inspection tags ' 
in this state. In order, therefore, to 
purchase tags in Georgia with a view 
to swelling the figures of fertilizers sup-' 
posed to have been used, it would be, 
necessary for some one or more manu- | 
facturers of fertilizers to be in league | 
with the cotton bears who are supposed | 
to be doing this work. It is hardly con- | 
gidered likely that any fertilizer manu- 
facturer would take the chances of peing | 
caught, and thus, of course, losing -his 
trade with the farmers. 

Georgia does not redeem fertilizer tags 
which are unused. It has always been 
the custom .of manufacturers, therefore, 
to purchase only suck an amount of tags 
as they think they will need during the 
geason. It sometimes happens, of course, 
that some manufacturers have tags left 
over at the end of the season, but the 
largest surplus of such tags known in 
the history of the defmrtment ‘has 
amounted to only 150,000, whereas the 
sgeason’s sales run up to 7,000,000 or 
8,000.000. It requires ten tags to) tag 
a ton of fertilizers. and twenty for a 
ton of cotton seed meal. This is 4d-

| Frank Starr, who, it was alleged, had 
been convicted of murder and sentenced 
to life imprisonment in the penftetiary 
and was yet out under bond. The facts 
in the case are substantially these: 
: Starr was convicted at the October 
term, 1904, of Henry superior court of 
the crime of murder and sentenced to 
_ Serve the balance of his life in the state 
penitentiary. The attorneys in the case 
made a motion for new trial and the 
same Was regularly heard by Hon. BE. 3. 
Reagan, judge of the ‘superfor court of 
the Flint circuit, and was by him denied. 

During the pending of the motion Starr 
remained in jail here, where he was suf- 
fering with what the physicians who at- 
tended him pronounced Bright’s disease in 
its last stages. 

Friends of Starr made application to 
| the authorities for executive clemency 
(On the ground of his ill health, and 
while this application for clemency was 
pending it was reported to Judge Reagan 
that the negro could not live long in 
jail. 

Judge Reagan, on the motion of attor- 
neys for Starr, granted the negro bail, 
that he might be taken home and treat- 
ed. This he did after the county phys!- 
cian had advised him that to carry the 
negro to the penitentiary would mean 
immediate death. 

It was simply an act of mercy on the 
part of Judge Reagan to suspend the 
sentence unti] the negro could be treated, 
and if possible, cured, or allowed to die 
at home with his family, and the act of 
Judge Reagan is approved by al] the best 
citizens of Henry county. 

The case has never been disposed of by 
the prison comm on\The story that the 
negro had been a tective for Mr. 
Crawford is new to the| people of Henry 
county and is regarded here as mere 
fiction. The dead negro was killed at a

Case of Crenshaw Against 
Pullman Car Company 
Continued, 


With the evidence submitted in the 
case of Thomas C. Crenshaw against the 
Pullman Car Company for $15,000, Reu- 
ben Arnold began his argument in the 
United States court yesterday and the 
afternoon closed with the trial being con- 
tinued to this morning. There has been 
a great deal of interest evidenced in the 
case and a number of spectators listen- 
ed to the proceedings. 

Colonel Crenshaw alleged that he was 
returning from Atlanta to his home in 
Cartersville June 27, 1901, at which time 
he was a member of the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia, and that as the train 
slowed up for Marietta he looked out 
of the window in search of a friend 
whom he was expecting to see at the 
station. Colonel Crenshaw contended that 
he was approached by the conductor just 
as the train was slowing up and the 
conductor demanded that he show his 
pass. Colonel Crenshaw also contended 
that he was rather deaf, but stated that 
he would attend to the matter in a mo- 
ment. Then he claims that the con- 
ductor, J. H, Kirkland, used language 
unbecoming a gentleman. 

Both men clinched and Colonel Cren- 
shaw says that he was cut several times 
in the face and in the back, while the 
conductor was knocked against the win- 
dow with sufficient force to break the 
glass. 

The most dramatic feature of the trial 
was the displaying of the blood-stained 
shirt as evidence of the serious injuries 
received during the encounter.
